"'I hop«, however, to soon have 
funds enoagh to keep the men and 
then a strike will be called. I am 
meeting with much encouragement 
and the C. L. U., of this city, prom- 
ised Inst night to do its share.' 

"Mr. Wood is a middle-aged gen- 
tleman. He bears a business-like 
apiiearance and is not a bull-dozing 
agitator. He believes in business 
principles, and is endeavoring to win 
the miners' figlit/or wages in a busi- 
ness-like manner. 

"Speaking of the outlook, Mr. 
Wood said: 'The outlook is a bright 
one for the miners in tlie twenty- 
third district. They are all quiet 
and peaceful and are hopeful of suc- 
cess in the near future. I am firm 
in the belief that after we secure 
funds enough to call the men out 
that we will win in a short time.' "

Capt. Throckmorton, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, reports condi- 
tion of crops to May 1, as follows., 
brieflv: Average condition of whitat 
crop 'in the State Is 100, which is 
twelve points above the average for 
the past four vears. In Western 
Kentucky tlie average is 101. Oats 
shows an increased average and fine 
condition.

2. Christ's vision and service (Math, 
xvll, 1-8; xlv, 20). Six months before 
Christ was crucified He was taken up 
on Mount Hermon, near Casarea Phl- 
lippi, and transtlgurcd in the presence 
ot Moses, Elijah, Peter, James and 
John! For a moment the glory of 
heaireo ahone in Him. "His face did 
shine as tbe sun, and His raiment was 
white as the ilgbt." Coming down 



from the Mount of Transllguration nnd 
of heavenly vision, He finds His di-scl- 
pies unable to heal a poor boy pos- 
sessed of an evil spirit because of their 
lack of faith. And what did Jesus doT 
He "rebuked tbe devil, and he depart* 
ed out of him, and tbk was cured 
from that very boor." Christ's trans- 
figuration and vision would undoubted- 
ly fill blm with a stUl more fervent 
seal to serve God In csstlng out evil 
and in rescuing fallen bamaElity from 
the powers of darkness. If we have 
been transformed by the power of the 
cross and have thus seen a vision of 
God's glory, we also should be filled 
with a burning seal to uplift fallen hu- 
manity, to rescue men from the power 
and consequences of evil.
